WORLD TRADE—A 
~ QUERY 


Docs the world want inter- 
national trade—or does it not? 
This question arises inevitably 


Jafter a ‘perusal of two recent 


League of Nations reports. e 
first, produced by the League's 
Economic Intelligence Service is 
8 survey of world trade in 1933, 
It shows that, during the last 
five years, international trade has 
been rapidly diminishing,—and 
that, though the rate of fall in 
1933 indicates that there is no 
teason to fear immediately any 
great further decline, there is 
little or no hope of real revival 
as long as the policy of economic 
nationalism now universally 
practised prevails. Are the na- 
tions content that world trade 
should remain as it is now, ic. 
about half of what it was in 1929, 
if value is the criterion; about 
two-thirds, if. volume is con- 
sidered ?~ The other report eman- 
ates from the International La- 
bour Office and gives the statis- 
tics of immigration into various 
countries. Without giving any 
figures, it is perhaps sufficient to 
state that they show what mad 
results are being produced in this 
time of crisis, There is, for in- 
stance, a tendency for twice as 
many workers .to come every 
year to already fully-populated 
Britain with its over 2,000,000 
unemployed. than were coming 
six or seven years .ago, Con- 
trast with this the fact that Aus- 
tralia, which under healthy con- 
ditions should be absorbing lar- 
ger and larger numbers of im- 
migrants, actually. had a net im- 
migration in 1982 one-tenth: of 
the size of that in 1927! That 
the conditions of international 
trade which prevailed in the 
nineteenth century should ever 
return is unthinkable, for Britain 
then manufactured for the world 
and received in return from the 
world raw produdts and food. 
while to-day most nations have 
their own machinery and no 
longer require to import the 
game sort of things that they 
needed thirty and forty years 
ago. Possibly it may be that the 
quantity, too, 
natural law pormancntly lower 
than it was of old.

But her entry would have to be 
carefully prepared, as she svould 
no doubt require a permanent seat 
onthe Council, for which unanimi- 
ty-in the Council and majority in 
the Assembly are necessary. ‘She 
might like to be invited to join, as 
Turkey or Mexico wero invited. 
These matters are important, but 
secondary, and should bo easy on- 
ough to arrange if the will fs there. 

Assuming, then, that Barkis ia 
willing, in his roundabout way, and 
Peggotty is prepared to accept, 
would it be a profitable menage? - 

Although Russia is nota mem- 
ber of the League it has been jud- 
ged necessary to invite her to 
every Conference of importance, 
oven when her relations with other 
Statea were at their worst, and she 
has often, though, not so much 
lately, been the enfant terrible of 
these meetings. y 

Invited to the Disarmament Con- 
ference, did she not—wick ild 
—treat it as though it were a con- 
ference to disarm? She was soon 
put in the-corner for that piece of 
impertinence. She was a delegate 
at-the-.Economic.and __Financial 
Conference. Finding it dull she 
started playing 
and got away with a few admirable 
dolls in the way of security pacts 
and agreements. . She was Invited 
to join tho Advisory Committee of 
the Special Assembly on the Far 
Enst, but declined “for the pre- 
sent,” mainly onaccount of non- 
recognition. She has taken part 
in various other meetings. 

In the worst conditions, there- 
fore, the necessity of her co-opera- 
tion has been reallacd.

These 
certainly include Russta, France, 
the ‘United States, Great Britain 
ond probably Italy. With these 
working together, surrounded-by a 
considerable number of secondary 
States, thoy might savo the Leagua 
from atrophy and the world from 
ao smash, Aro tho risks of. bring- 
ing Russia in comparable with th 
risks of leaving, her out? . 

Might her membership bo treated 
ng an offset against Germany's 
withdrawal? Ht ia. difficult to sec 
danger {n: that, if tho situation is 
properly handled, for it should be 
‘a constant aim to get Germany 
back. But if Germany ‘won't play 
she can have no complaint if the 
side is made up without her, It 
may be unpleasant for her: it 
ought to be unpleasant if she with. 
holds all co-operation. Tho States 
(who want peace and are ready to 
work for It, either in Europe or the 
Far East, should stand together.

It would only be human if Russia 
should regard Leaguo membership 
as a diplomatic fortification against 
any, Japanese menace. That Is 
not an added responsibility for the 
League. The League ‘has had ity 
say on Japanese action. It has 
condemned it, and Russia was 
asked to join in that condemnation. 

The only difference between 
Russia and most other States is 
that, after China, ‘she is most 
dangerously ¢ ed—Great Brit- 
ain probably being the third in the 
order of anxiety. The position of 
tho League and of the Powers in 
the League would be no wokse in 
the event of a‘ RusaianJapanese 
conflict (now less likely in any. im- 
medinte future) if Russla were a 
member than if Russia were nota 
member. a i 

The Powers have shown that 
they do not find it difficult to avoid 
heroic measures If: they so desire, 
and they would not find it dificult 
to avoid them again. There seems 
to be little or nothing In it, and 
Russlan membership would more

On the whole, Russian member- 
ship would appear to be an aim 
of constructive statesmanship. It 
would redress some of the balance 
of other League defaults.. It would 
add to the Assembly of ‘Nations 
one more Great Power which de- 
sires and necda peace. It would be 
a further bridge with America, It 
would be a firgt obvious step to 
keep the League from falling into 
complete atrophy in the ovent of 
a disarmament failure, and it 
would still further complete world

Possibly it may be that the 
quantity, too, may remain by 
natural Iaw permanently ‘lower 
than it was of old, But that the 
decline of the recent five years 
is-due in the main not to Inevit- 
able changes but to artificial 
restrictions is an undoubted fact. 
Does Grent Britain, the great 
trading country: of the world, 
gladly accept the situation? 
There is no doubt that it ia due 
to the economic warfare that is 
being waged everywhere, and in 
spite of temporary and local al- 
leviations through bilateral trea- 
ties, that it shows little sign. of 
general abatement. It takes two 
at least to make war.
